I must take issue with Mr. Clapper 
on his hypothesis that Americans have 
no faith in America and as a natural 
consequence fear and distrust all for~ 
eign nations, most of all Herr Hith 
I believe that many Americans are 
thinking along lines that will soon dis- 
prove Mr. Clapper’s hypothesis. To tl- 
Justrate, I shall set forth my own beliefs, 
some of which at least I know to be 
shared by other average Americans, 

First of all, due to our failure to as- 
sume world leadership and our just 
share of the responsibility entailed by 
that role at the end of World War I, our 
participation In the next major Euro- 
pean war has always been inevitable, 
Secondly, I have always sincerely be- 
Meved that Hitler's cause in the final 
analysis was hopeless, I still belleve it. 
‘There is no hostile nation nor com- 
bination of hostile nations capable of 
winning an all-out war with America. 
We will win this war when Americans 
become convinced of the necessity of 
waging all-out war. They were badly 
lisillusioned after World War [and now 
demand not only military victory but 
also a definite post-war goal. 

Every realist knows that a hugs 
peditionary force, probably to the Near 
East, is a necessary development; that 
75% of American industry must be 
producing war material—not the present 
15%. America will be forced by events 
beyond her control to become the 
est military power the world has ever 
seen and, as vietor, will be unable to 
shirk her destined burden. 

Our world responsibility for the next 
several centuries is as certain as the or- 
bits of the planets and the rising of 
tomorrow's sun. It will be the greatest 
era of peace and prosperity in recorded 
history, maintained by force applied 
with that justice known only to those 
confident of their power and reared in 
the spirit of fair play. In that era the 
will be no great wealth, no abject 
poverty. There will be tolerance of the 
faiths and ways of life of others, and 
individual freedom within limits pre- 
scribed by the welfare of others. This 
world is no idealist’s dream; within ten 
years it will be a reality. It will be no 
Utopia—it will have its flaws—but it 
‘will give a more satisfactory existence 
toa greater number of people than any 
civilization within the memory of man. 

Uncle Sam has no inferiority com- 
plex. He has the confidence that only 
irresistible strength can give. American 
reluctance to enter the struggle is not 
Dased on fear. Once Americans are con-

Last week the U. $. Navy an- 
nounced that by early next year all 
eight of the Navy's new lease-lend 
bases in the Atlantic will be ready 
for service. These bases will supple 
ment those traditional ones, like 
Guanténamo and San Juan, al- 
ready in use. Thus the eastern U.S. 
will be protected by a sturdy girdle 
stretching from subarctic New~ 
foundland to tropical British 
Guiana and as far out to sea as 
Iceland, 2,000 miles offshore. 

One new lease-lend base where 
both the Navy and Army are set 
ting up shop is Trinidad, the sub- 
ject of this report.

CORRESPONDENTS GET PLENTY OF MUD AND VODKA 
by MARGARET BOURKE-WHITE 


fter tramping through the mud at the front all day (see pictures on pre- 

ceding pages), we were entertained almost to the bursting point every 
night. The Russians love to give banquets for their guests and the par for 
such meals is three and a half hours. In various “headquarter: 
houses and warehouses, we sat down to caviar with o 
fish, raw and salted cucumbers, and sometimes slices of ch 
along with bologna and salami and pieces of black bread with lots of butt. 
But this smérgisbord was only an appetizer and was followed by cabbage 
soup, boiled potatoes, hot beef or chicken, stewed fruit, apples and little 
cookies, and chocolates that the Russians call “Russian bears.

Goebbels warns Germany of “‘inferno” of defeat as Japan sends ace diplomat to U.S. to end stalemate 


‘A great many people standing on a great many cor- 
ners thought last week that after two and a quarter 
years World War II was gradually approaching a 
turing point, For the first time a top-notch Nazi, 
Propaganda Minister Dr. Joseph Goebbels, writing 
for the magazine Dax Reich, publicly admitted the 
possibility of a German defeat. The Germans, wrote 
Goebbels, must resign themselves to a “hard and re- 
Jentless” war. “The Axis powers are really fighting for 
bare existence, and the worries and distress which we 
all t bear in the war would pale in the face of the 
inferno which would await 
us if we were to lose.” 

WhileGoebbelsatehum- 
ble pie, Stalin, De Gaulle 
and Churchill joined in a 
subdued but optimistic 
chant. From battle-bruised 
Moscow, with Red fighter 
planespatrollingoverhead, 
the Bolshevik dictator wa- 
gered that Hitler would go 
under within six months to 
ayear. In London the Free 
French leader, whose prophecies have been among 
the soundest of the war, now prophesied that the mo- 
ment had arrived “when the tide of vietory is on the 
verge of turning” in the Allies’ favor. 

Finally it was Winston Churchill's turn to flash the 
greenest light that he has so far dared. In the bomb- 
battered city of Hull he said: “We came through the 
dark and perilous passage and now once again are 
masters of our own destiny.” 

‘The facts that underlay these speeches, Allied and 
Nazi alike, was a growing realization that the war 
was slowly but almost inevitably approaching a stale- 
mate. In Russia the Germans had carved out huge 
territorial gains but were losing the race against time. 
‘They were in for their first winter campaign. In the 
air neither the Luftwaffe nor R. A. F. had won deci- 
sive superiority, At sea the navies and shipyards of 
Britain and the U.S, were more nearly holding their 
‘own. In the Pacific, Japan and the U.S. were tied up 

for the moment in a diplo- 
matic pretzel (see below). 

‘The Germans still had 
the advantage of operat 
ing on interior lines of com- 
munication, but theselines, 
which once led only to Po- 
land and France, now led 
thousands of miles away to 
Libya, Murmansk, Lenin- 
grad, Moscow, Rostov and 
Sevastopol. ‘The Germans 
were no longer able to con- 
centrate overwhelming force near the frontiers, but 
were being forced to diffuse it hundreds of miles awa: 
‘Thus the defensive power of the individually weaker 
Allies was slowly moving toward equality with the 
diffused offensive power of Germany,

SPECIALLY TRAINED BRITISH BANDS STEALTHILY 


ATTACK AXIS STRONGHOLDS IN LIBYA AT NIGHT

jemember the conditions in England in the days between Dunkirk and the 

first air battle of Britain? Half-trained battalions suddenly found them- 
selves first line troops. The bulk of the regular Army was reorganising and 
rearming. The Home Guard was untrained and short of equipment. Invasion 
was expected daily. In Poland, Norway and France we had found that one 
of the chief dangers toa defending force was the breakdown of communica- 
tions between its large units. The need of the moment was for small bodies 
of picked fighting troops who, in the event of higher commands being par- 
alyzed, would be able to carry on independently and, without the ma- 
chinery of full-scale operations, mount sharp little counterattacks on their 
own. This was the original idea of the formation of commandos. They were 
literally picked men. First the commanders were chosen. They were all 
young men of an age when, normally, they would have had companies and 
squadrons. They were now given the task of raising their own forces. 

My own commander, who eventually came co command the force put 
under him in the Middle East, was the commander par excellence. He had 
succeeded in combining life in the most fashionable cavalry regiment with a 
brilliant carcer at the Staff College, and such feats of toughness as sailing 
round the world as an ordinary seaman in a Finnish windjammer. An order 
was circulated in the Army asking for volunteers from officers and men for 
hazardous service. The supply greatly exceeded the demand. The command- 
ers picked their officers and left them to pick their men. 

There is a universal danger in all armies that, when volunteers are called 
to leave their regiments for special service, the worst get sent. No company 
commander wishes to lose good men; they all have some troublesome fellow 
they are glad to pass on. To avoid this our troop leaders visited the regi- 
mental depots, saw cach man individually, looked up his records, talked to 
his former officers. The qualities they were seeking were simply the qualities

of any good soldier—physical strength and endurance, fighting 
spirit, knowledge of his weapons, enterprise. There was nothing 
peculiar about our men. They were simply the best types of the regi- 
ments from which they came. 

The officers were mostly from the Household Brigade. They got 
the reputation of being exclusively recruited from the very rich and 
very gay but there was a fair proportion of industrious professional 
soldiers to preserve the balance. I remember well my impression on 
first joining. The commando was at that time living in Scotland and 
the officers’ mess was at a seaside hotel. I had come from the auster- 
ity and formality of the Royal Marines. In a Marine mess it is 
thought disgraceful co sit down before 6 in the evening; those who 
have nothing to do must pretend that they have. I found a young 
troop leader wearing a military tunic and corduroy trousers. He was 
reclining in a comfortable chair, a large cigar in his mouth. Then I 
noticed above the pocket of his coat the ribbon of the Military Cross, 
and later when I saw him with his troop I realized that his men 
would follow him anywhere. The names among our officers of Jelli- 
coe, Keyes, Beatty and Churchill showed how the sons of the last 
war's leaders saw in the commandos the chance of reliving theit 
fathers’ achievements. There was something of the spirit which one 
reads in the letters and poetry of 1914. We had a more elastic system 
of discipline than is possible in an ordinary battalion, There was 
none of that daily succession of petty charges and petty punish- 
ments. Ifa man was a nuisance he was simply sent back to his regi- 
ment. All were volunteers and all proud of the additional rigors of 
their training. So as to cut down administration to a minimum and 
to have no one with us who was not a fighting man, we were 
simply paid a subsistence allowance and, ashore, left to find our 
own food and lodging. Troops were taught to live on the country 
and hunt for their food. A book could, and no doubt will be, writ- 
ten about the commandos in their aspect as an experiment in mil- 
itary organization. The object of this digression is merely to give 
an idea of the sort of force we were and the sort of work we meant 
to do. 

We formed a pool from which detachments could be drawn when 
there was a special job for us. We had parties in Tobruch, in Crete, 
in Syria, and another detached for special reconnaissance with the 
Navy. We had our full share of medals and casualties. The following 
is an account of one small operation, a bloodless one, which was

neatly planned and executed, typical of the special tasks for which 
we trained. 

Bardia lies behind the enemy lines, between Salam and Tobruch 
in Libya. It is a harbor and a small town. The supply road to Fort 
Capuzzo and the forward enemy troops runs through it. British 
G. H. Q. wanted a raid there for several reasons. They wanted in- 
formation—were the enemy garrisoning the town or encamped some 
distance away (i. e., was it worthwhile shelling and bombing it any 
more)? Were Germans or Italians there? Were there coast defense 
guns? Was it being used, as was reported, as a transport depot? More 
importance than the information was the need to draw off enemy 
mechanized troops who were pressing uncomfortably on our front 
line. The enemy must be made to “‘look over his shoulder"’ and with- 
draw men from the front to guard his lines of communication. If 
possible he must be made to think that a full-scale attack was being 
attempted in his rear and to rush large mechanized forces to Bardia 
that were needed elsewhere, As a minor consideration any damage 
we could do to roads, bridges or stores would be welcome. A single 
commando was chosen for the job. As things turned out, it could 
have been done by half the number, but we expected to find at lease 
two battalions of enemy troops in possession of Bardia. 


The secret was well kept 


Our parene force had another job on that night—250 men on a 
destroyer raiding farther up the Libyan coast. We could sce them 
embarking at the quay opposite ours, while we stood waiting in the 
big, fast merchantman that had been fitted out for our purpose. The 
Bardia attacking party was under the command of its own colonel. 
We were guests at this assault. But we had been at work for a week 
on the details of the plan, gazing, until we squinted, at air photo- 
graphs, checking and rechecking the timetable. We wanted to sce 
our plan in action 

‘The secret had been well kept. I do not believe that a word of our 
intention got to the swarm of spies which infest Alexandria. Had 
the cat jumped out of the bag, our raid would not have gone as well 
as it did. We got away in cover of darkness, as we had to arrive at 
our station, four miles off the coast, at 11 p. m. Then we had to 
leave again in the darkness, with at least two hours sailing time 
before dawn for all the coast around Bardia was patrolled by enemy 
aircraft. This meant that allowing an hour each way between ship 
and beach we had just three hours ashore. Ir was not long but it was

Jong enough if everything went right, Everyone understood that the 
timetable was inexorable, that if he was late on his beach, or if he 
went co the wrong beach, he must look out for himself. There was a 
sporting chance of being able later to get through the enemy line and 
join up with our troops near Salam. 

Bardia is on a small promontory where the cliffs rise up sharply 
from the seashore. There are four possible landing places where 
wadies (watercourses that are usually dry) break the face of the rocks 
and leave a little half circle of sand. A party was to land on cach of 
these beaches simultaneously, Each eroop had its own task. From 
the moment they left the ship until the moment they returned 
aboard, they would receive no further orders, Each had his ob- 
jective. One unit was co hold the road against the arrival of enemy 
re-inforcements. One unit was to cover each beach. Another was to 
blow a bridge on the road, while another unit destroyed stores and 
so on. Each troop had to tackle in its own way whatever opposition 
it found. These orders were kept entirely secret until we were at sea. 
The day's sailing was a blessing. It gave time to issue maps. photo- 
graphs and written orders, for the troop leaders to master them and 
explain chem fully co their men, so that everyone of them was 
capable of carrying on by himself if need be. 

The only unhappy people on board were the half dozen or so who 
had been detailed to remain on board as rear party, the orderly room 
clerk, the quartermaster's batman, the rear signaling party, and so 
on. During the day cach of them came to me and sought to be 
allowed to go ashore. I managed to fit most of them in under one 
excuse or another.

for we had been turned home once before by bad weather. It is a 
ticklish business landing in the dark on a strange beach in any kind 
of surf, Ie is seldom really dark in the Mediterranean but tonight the 
stars were overcast. Standing to, on deck, we could barely see the 
guard rail or distinguish between the sea and sky. We were in posi- 
tion at our boat stations half an hour before the ship reached her 
destination. Then we heard the engine stop and we silently manned 
the boats. One sits in these boats in three lines, astride low seats. 
The bows have a ramp which lets down so that all three lines can 
pull out together. It takes less than half a minute for 30 men to clear 
the boat. The boats are comfortable enough in a calm sea for a short 
trip, But with four miles to go in rough water they are not so 
pleasant. 

The boats were lowered, formed line abreast and made for the 
shore. Our heads were all below the level of the armored sides. It 
was impossible to move a muscle. The man on my left was sick. The 
only movement he was capable of was to curn his head slightly 
toward me.

the beach in line, emptied and reversed their engines. They were out 
of sight in one direction and the men out of sight in the other within 
a few seconds.

down were pushing up into the further side of the town. There was 
complete silence for about half an hour. We knew that the various 
parties were getting to their objectives and setting their demolition 
charges. Suddenly from all sides the detonations began. We were 
able to plot them pretty exactly: “That's the coast defense bactery 
on the hill; “’That’s the road bridge.”* At the same time a splendid 
red fire mounted and curled half a mile away in the old barracks. 
They had found a store of new motor tires—a precious thing in the 
desert—and it blazed gloriously. 

There was still no sign of the enemy. At last a patrol of two motor- 
cycles, driving all out and without lights, came roaring down the 
main road. Everyone near had a shot at them with Tommy guns and 
grenades but they somehow got through. They were not an easy tar- 
get. It was very lucky really that they did escape for it was through 
them that theenemy learned, as we particularly wanted them to learn, 
that a landing was taking place. Had they merely scen the blaze and 
heard the demolition charges from a distance they might have taken 
us for an air raid. As it was, the impression which these men carried 
away was of a town strongly in enemy hands and it was due to their 
report that our major success was achieved. They did exactly what 
the British higher command wanted and sent a strong detachment of 
tanks and armored cars to repel the imagined invasion.

The work finished, we returned to our beaches. The way down 
was lighted by the burning stores, where flames now mounted high 
into the sky. The boats had been lying off and now came into the 
beaches. The wind had risen. There was a heavy surf pounding the 
shingle and washing over the ledges of sand. The naval party had a 
job to keep the boats head in co shore and one boat gor her propeller 
screw fouled in the kedge anchor, broached to and was thrown up 
onto the shelf of sand. They destroyed her with a grenade in the 
petrol tank and the little bay was lic up by this second fire so that we 
should have made an casy target for an enemy on the heights above. 
But no enemy came. The sea was a great deal heavier than was 
healthy for these flat-bottomed, rather awkward craft and all had 
difficulties of one kind or another getting away. I was in one of the 
large M. L. C.'s. Her ramp got jammed and for half an hour we float- 
ed in the bay while all the other boats disappeared back to the 
ship. Finally two men cut through a steel cable with a bayonet and 
we eventually got her going and came alongside the ship just as they 
had despaired of us. One boat failed co find the rendezvous but sailed 
safely into Tobruch next day. 

As we sailed we saw parachute flares dropping over the town from 
enemy reconnaissance planes. The timetable had worked out right 
to the minute, with nothing to spare. The only misadventure which 
marred the success of the night was the loss of a boatload of men who 
from the cop of the escarpment took the wrong wadi and found them- 
selves on a beach where there was no boat waiting. But we had made 
all our objectives.

I: one of her newspaper columns the other day Elea- 
nor Roosevelt wrote: “I had some quite appalling 
news on the rise in the cost of living last week. The 
average housewife must now spend 14% more money 
for the food she will need for the family dinner than 
she did a year ago. In some cities the increase . . . is 
even greater... .” Mrs. Roosevelt's discovery was no 
news at all to most U. S. housewives. Food prices were 
low in 1940, have risen sharply and are now 5% higher 
than even in the boom year of 1937. 

In the general upsurge of food prices, everybody but

the consumer is having a fine time. Farmers are gloat 
ing over the highest farm prices since 1929, Food proc- 
essors, jobbers and wholesalers all have added their 
few pennies to the bill. Retailers are generally the last 
to up prices, as they have to face the individual buyer, 
but they have gone along too. Even though there is no 
present scarcity, the only important food items that 
have escaped a rise since 1939 are rolled oats, corn meal, 
oranges, potatoes, canned peas.

[Perttecenteal Texas, half a mile north ofthe 

State capitol at Austin, the biggest, richest 

university in the South sprawls impressively 

over a 40-acre campus first set aside for it in the 

days of the ‘Texas Republic. The University of 

‘Texas owes much to the dream of its pioncer- 

founders, and much to the geological conformations underlying the Texas 
land, In 1928, an even 40 years after its founding, it was still largely a 
forlorn community of shacks, struggling none too successfully to ach 
cither the academic prestige or the physical splendor which its founders 


foresaw. 

But the University of Texas owned 2,000,000 acres of semidesert land in 
West Texas, deeded to it by a land-poor legislature at its founding.

In any case, Miss McGuire will go down in dramatic history as the 
first Claudia, a distinction likely to increase as other Claudias pile up. 

The importance of being Claudia rests lightly on Dorothy, a tall 
extremely pretty, rather poetic-looking girl whom the consciousness 
of being the prototype of a national figure has left notably modest 
and unspoiled. When, as happens increasingly, Manhattan theater- 
goers stop her on the street with thequestion, “Aren't youClaudia?", 
she says yes in a shy, pleased way, and hurries on, Although she ap- 
preciates the implied compliment to her complete identification of 
herself to the role, she does nor like to be compared to the stage Clau- 
dia in private life. Dorothy has nothing against the Broadway Claudia; 
she just doesn’t like to be typed. Actually, she is a good deal like 
Claudia. For example, Claudia cannot balance a checkbook and docs 
not understand why her husband bothers to pay an income tax. Dor- 
othy, who refers to her checking account at the Chemical Bank & 
Trust Co. as though it were a new and baffling toy, cannot balance a 
checkbook, and a couple of years ago, while on tour, she forgot all 


Miss McGuire and Donald Cook staged it as a suggestion for the forthcoming movie 
version, Hays Office is more liberal with bedroom scenes if the characters are married, 


about making out and paying her income tax and was severely fined 
by the Treasury Department, which makes no allowance for Claudias. 
Again, Claudia is an excellent mimic who loves to imitate conversa- 
tions she overhears on her telephone’s party wire; Dorothy, in pri- 
vate life, gives excellent imitations of Katharine Hepburn, whom she 
somewhat resembles, and used to pretend to be deaf and dumb at par- 
ties, putting on an act thar generally ended in delighted laughter on 
her part, Claudia is talkative in a disconnected way; so is Dorothy, 
whose conversation often runs from antique furniture to politics to 
abstract forms of dramatic art without any appreciable sequence of 
thought. The conception of Claudia is that of a nacurally attractive 
girl who does not use make-up.

For all these points of similarity, the character Claudia is in many 
ways libel on Dorothy McGuire. Dorothy is not married, but if she 
were, it is doubeful whether she would, like Claudia, permit a com- 
plete stranger to kiss her and then be surprised because her husband 
did not give her a great big hug after listening to her proud report of 
these goings-on. Nor is it likely that she would, like Claudia, sell 
her husband's house to a casual luncheon guest in his absence and 
expect him to be delighted with this unsolicited coup. Ie is impos- 
sible to think of Claudia as having the remotest interest in politics, 
philosophy or world affairs; Dorothy, on the other hand, discusses 
these subjects with the enthusiasm’ of an intellectual sophomore, 
reads weighty books about them at the drop of a friend's suggestion, 
believes violently in all-out aid to Britain, and is a frequent attender 
of Fight for Freedom meetings. Furthermore, Claudia is distinctly 
acuddly type, whereas Dorothy, although possessed of a languorous 
charm that has won her a circle of almost worshipful beaux, has an 
impersonal, inaccessible quality which tends to preclude intimacy, 
and has caused her friends to compare her to Garbo. Finally, it is 
hard co imagine Claudia, a girl almost wholly dependent on her 
mother and husband, as having the guts, ambition and ability to 
stand on her own feet which have characterized Dorothy's stage 
career. 

This career, recent in terms of Broadway, actually commenced 
cleven years ago, when Dorothy, a 13-year-old schoolgirl in Omaha, 
Neb., appeared in Sir James Barrie's A Kiss For Cinderella in the 
Omaha Community Playhouse. Dorothy's scrapbook contains the 
usual letters of congratulations from friends and relatives, but an 
indication of the unusual nature of her performance appears in an 
interview which Violet Heming, then appearing as a guest star ina 
local stock company and no relation whatever to Dorothy, gave to an 
Omaha newspaper. “The girl is a born actress,” said Miss Heming. 
“She reads lines with natural intuition, not as a child who's been 
coached. I wouldn't have missed seeing her performance for any- 
thing. She is like a breath of spring.””

Two items about A Kiss for Cinderella stand out in Dorothy's 
memory. One is that in it she played opposite Henry Fonda, a 
fellow-Omahan then at the obscure beginning of his professional 
career. Dorothy realized that she was getting the lion’s, or lioness’s, 
share of the audience's attention, and tried to give Fonda as many 
breaks as possible. Seven or eight years later, when she was still 
practically unknown, Fonda, stopping briefly in New York, called 
her up and took her out to dinner and theater. He had never for- 
gotten her 13-year-old consideration for him, he said. This sore of 
generosity persists in Dorothy, who is too impersonal for the usual 
theatrical jealousies. For example, when Phyllis Thaxter, now the 
Chicago Claudia, was trying out for this role, Dorothy cheerfully 
allowed her to take her part in a Broadway performance of Claudia 
—even though according to the Golden-McGuire contract she would 
not have had to do this, 


Her feet dismay her 


The second aspect of A Kiss for Cinderella which Dorothy recollects 
centers about her feet. These are surprisingly large, and Dorothy 
recalls her unrealistic sense of outrage when a pair of rather roomy 
slippers were brought out for her to put on. The dimensions of her 
lower extremities are still a source of wonder and dismay to her, 
and only the other day she was noticeably vexed when a young man 
with size 914 feet, trading on a long friendship, kicked off his shoes 
in her living room and easily and ostentatiously slipped into a pair 
of pumps she had left under a chair. As a general thing, however, 
Dorothy is far from vain. Even the size of her feet has not induced 
her to wear high heels, which would tend to minimize this; low- 
heeled shoes are more comfortable, and for this reason she usually 
wears them. For similar reasons, her favorite costume is a skirt 
and sweater, the latter habitually several sizes too large for her. 
She loves elaborate little hats, done up with flowers and veils, but 
this is almost an esthetic rather than a sartorial passion, since these 
objects do not go with the rest of her get-up, and she often buys 
them simply to look at them. "You must come up and sce my new 
hat,” she frequently says to friends, crinkling up her eyes ecstatically, 
“because I can’t ever wear it." Dorothy is not strong on utilitarian- 
ism, After the success of Claudia, she decorated a small apartment 
with Victorian odds and ends purchased at secondhand shops, and 
invited her friends to a housewarming. “You mustn't sit on the 
furniture; it’s too precious,"” she said, and everyone sat on the floor 
until, her point made, she said, “Now you can sit on the chairs.”*

Dorothy breakfasts on Md rolls, admits she loves to eat. She furnished her apart- 
‘ment herself with such Victorian items as this sofa. Dorothy bought it a new cover. 
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This sort of whimsical quaintness, which is without affectation, 
has inspired McGuire intimates to devise such nicknames for her 
as “McGoo" and “‘Frou.”” 

Dorothy's love of domestic furbelows is the result of a rather un- 
homey youth. She was born a Catholic, and after her father's death 
her mother sent her to a convent school in Indianapolis, where she 
received an average of 91}¢in her courses. The Indianapolis Star, cudg- 
cling its memory after her rise to fame last winter, reported that '‘she 
was a vivacious and effervescent schoolgirl, and had the happy faculty 
of giving and taking gracefully."’ Next she went to Pine Manor Junior 
College in Wellesley, Mass., where she took a leading part in under- 
graduate theatricals. She graduated in 1937, and that summer came to 
New York, where she shared an apartment with a slightly older 
Omaha girl. She soon fell into the theatrical neophyte's timeworn 
routine of cooling her heels in producers’ antcrooms. Her father, a 
successful lawyer, had left her enough money to live on modestly, 
and although she had plenty of disappointments in the next two or 
three years, she was never in want. 


“Don’t scream it” 


Jed Harris, the producer, was responsible for an carly McGuire 
disappointment. Somehow Dorothy got in to see him, and he asked 
her what experience she had had. “I directed and acted in plays at 
Pine Manor Junior College,” she said, with the confidence of a girl 
who had never heard of Jed Harris until the day before. ‘What 
plays?" asked Harris, with the indifference of a man who had never 
heard of Pine Manor Junior College. “*Well, we did a pirate play," 
Dorothy replied. “‘Oh," said Harris. He gave her a part to read, 
listened irritably for a few moments, said, ‘Don’t scream it,"” and 
the interview was over.

Three months in 
New York and three on tour in this production were followed in the 
McGuire chronology by a partin My Dear Children, a play made famous 
by the antics of its star, John Barrymore. Mr. Barrymore was a great 
disappointment to Dorothy. She toured with him for eight months,

At her easel, « gift from a friend, Dorothy happily daubs oil on what she calls an “ace 
cidental painting.”” Dorothy is resigned to her out-sized feet, usually wears low shocs. 
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and was particularly embarrassed on the occasion of a one-night 
stand in Omaha, where his clastic vocabulary and uninhibited stage 
manner made a shocking impression on old family friends of hers in 
the audience. By the fall of 1939 she found the Great Profile’s shenan- 
igans so taxing that she abandoned his troupe in Chicago, thus miss- 
ing the New York opening. “I'd come blissful and starry-cyed from 
Our Town into this roughhouse,” she said later. “I really and truly 
was shocked.” 

During the next year, Dorothy got practically nowhere. After wo 
or three minor engagements on Broadway and a summer season in 
Maine, she accepted the position of understudy to Julie Haydon in 
the Theatre Guild's touring company of William Saroyan's Time 
of Your Life. She took this job as a stopgap while negotiating with 
the Guild for a part she really coveted in Philip Barry's Liberty Jones, 
and lefe it last fall, when the Guild finally decided not to use her in 
the Barry play. Their decision, like the personality of Mr. Barry- 
more, was a major disappointment to Dorothy. She returned to New 
York and developed a severe case of the blues and a fecling that she 
was surrounded by swindlers. 


Enter potential Claudia # 210 


In this despondent and truculent mood, Dorothy turned up at the 
John Golden office for an interview with Rose Franken, the director 
‘as well as the author of Claudia. The latter, who had reputedly inter- 
viewed 209 potential Claudias, many of them in mink and heavy 
make-up, had developed a violent allergy to glamor girls, but when 
Dorothy walked in, wearing an old beaver coat, oversize sweater 
and tweed skirt, Miss Franken sat up and took notice. “She marched 
around me, looking at me as though I were a thing!" Dorothy re- 
ported later. Miss Franken made Dorothy read the entire play out 
loud, and called in Mr. Golden, who asked her to read most of it over 
again. By this time it was 5:30 in the afternoon and Dorothy looked 
distinctly droopy. She was still brooding about the Barry play, and 
her air was so sulky that Miss Franken felt impelled to ask, “Don't 
you like my play?” Dorothy nodded disinterestedly. “’The child is 
tired,” said Miss Franken to Mr. Golden, and sent her home with 
a script. 

Women are emotional creatures, as all thoughtful observers of 
human nature know, and for an actress to do her best in a play she 
must be in love with it. When Dorothy tried out for Claudia, she was 
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still in love with Liberty Jones. Rose Franken, who saw in her 210th 
candidate a natural Claudia, perceived this fact, and proceeded, on 
behalf of her play, to woo Dorothy. She took Dorothy to her Con- 
necticut farm for the weekend, introduced her to her three sons with 
“This is Claudia,” made her swallow huge draughts of milk, and 
called in the cook to listen as she read her part. The cook pro- 
nounced her O.K. Dorothy was softened but not entirely won over. 
Aweck later, three or four days after Claudia had gone into rehearsal 
with herself in the title role but without a contract, John Golden, 
dissatisfied with her acting, intimated that she might be fired. 
Dorothy burst into tears, Miss Franken interceded, advising her not 
to take this threat too seriously. “‘I'm not crying about Claudia,”

Shortly after this outburst, Dorothy transferred her unrequited 
passion for Liberty Jones to a love affair with her new vehicle, and 
Mr. Golden, aware of this happy change, bestowed upon her love's 
reward in the shape of a straight Equity contract, terminable on two 
weeks" notice. During the Washington tryout, Dorothy's acting was 
so superb that he superseded this with a run-of-the-play contract— 
a step which proved to be a wise one after opening night in New 
York, when the applause was such that Dorothy was pushed out for 
a solo curtain call, the first in her life.

odd detachment from life that makes her both surprised and a litle 
frightened when, as often happens, a man falls in love with her.

She loves to put on records and dance 
around the room, all by herself. She hates dancing in night clubs. She 
is an amateur painter, with a good sense of color. She likes giving 
tiny cocktail parties, and on these occasions calls guests’ attention to 
her caginess in buying two screens which stand near the two windows 
in her living room in the daytime and which she places on the sills at 
night. “Instead of Venetian blinds,” she explains, looking terribly 
shrewd. ‘The windows are a special size and if you move, the blinds 
would be no good for the next place.’’ She attaches great importance 
to her possessions, and feels insulted ifanyone fails to appreciate them. 

The past year has probably been the happiest in Dorothy's life, 
since it has seen her well on her way coward fulfilling her greatest 
ambition: to become a top-rank actress, She is a moderately super- 
stitious girl, and the consistency of this ambition may be judged by 
the fact that for the past ten years, whenever she saw a white horse, 
went under a bridge over which a train was passing, or just happened 
to feel in the mood, she made a wish, “I want to be a hie in a hit.”
